Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/27/2008 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 and 29 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 -5 and 8 is the inclusion of the 
limitations of providing a second assembly jig adapted to hold the side wall in a 
configuration corresponding to the predetermined pattern of the groove or rebate, the 
second assembly jig being separate from the musical instrument; placing the side wall 
into the second jig such that a free edge of the side wall substantially follows the 
predetermined pattern; and bringing the jigs together such that the free edge of the side 
wall is inserted into the groove or rebate. It is these limitations found in each of the 
claims, as it is claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record, which make these claims allowable over the prior art. 

Regarding claims 6 and 7, please see Office Action mailed 03/19/2008 for 
reasons for allowance. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 29 is the Inclusion of the limitations 
of providing a second assembly jig adapted to removably retainjhe side wall in a 
configuration corresponding to the predetermined pattern of the groove or rebate; 
placing the side wall into the second jig such that a free edge of the side wall 
substantially follows the predetermined pattern; and bringing the jigs together such that 
the free edge of the side wall is inserted into the groove or rebate. It is these limitations 
found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination that have not been

found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which make these claims allowable 
over the prior art.
